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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 8, lines 1-2 it appears that "conduction channel" should be replace with 
"metal plate", (see paragraph [0026], lines 7-8) 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "fluid tank" recited 
in claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
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the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Huang et 
al. (US 6,814,428 B2). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Huang et al. discloses a microinjector (Fig. 2) comprising : 1) a chamber (16) for 
containing fluid (col 2, Ins 24-25), 2) an orifice (12) in fluid communication with the 
chamber, the orifice disposed above the chamber, 3) an actuator (bubble generator 14) 
disposed proximately adjacent the orifice and external to the chamber for ejecting fluid 
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from the chamber (col 2, Ins 20-22), 4) a metal plate (metal layer 13) disposed above 
the chamber (col 2, Ins 48-49), 5) a conduction channel for connecting the metal plate to 
ground (the conduction channel is via the drain and source of the MOSFET) (col 2, Ins 
50-52), 6) wherein the actuator comprises a first actuating component (first heater 14a) 
and a second actuating component (second heater 14b) for sequentially generating a 
first bubble and a second bubble respectively (col 2, Ins 20-35), 7) wherein the first 
actuating component (first heater 14a) has a cross sectional area small than that of the 
second actuating component (14b) (as shown in Fig. 2), 8) a manifold (1 1 ) between a 
fluid tank and the chamber for passing fluid from the fluid tank to the chamber (col 2, In 
27-28), 9) a driving circuit electrically connected to the actuator for controlling the 
actuator (col 2, Ins 50-52), an end of the driving circuit connected to the actuator via a 
metal connector (metal plate 13) (col 2, Ins 50-52, as shown in Fig. 2), 10) wherein the 
metal connector (metal plate 1 3) is made of a metal selected from a group consisting of 
aluminum, gold, copper, tungsten, and alloys of Al-Si-Cu (col 2, Ins 63-66), 11) a metal 
oxide semiconductor field effect transistor (MOSFET) electrically connected to the 
actuator via a metal connector (col 2, Ins 50-52), 12) wherein the conduction channel is 
made of a metal selected from the group consisting of gold and nickel (col 2, Ins 63-66), 
and 13) wherein the driving circuit comprises MOSFETs, bipolar transistor, JFET 
transistors, or diodes (col 2, Ins 50-52).
